VERY wise man once said that there is nothing new 
A under the sun. In the business of breeding cattle, 

one of the most ancient of occupations, this is ex- 
tremely true. New problems arise to further confuse and 
confound us, but essentially they are no different than the 
difficulties met by Jacob in breeding and caring for his 
“spotted” cattle, as recorded in the Bible. Neither are the 
methods that we employ in working out solutions of our 
difficulties greatly at variance with 
those used by Jacob in meeting his 
problems. We learn from the expe- 
rience of others. We watch the lead- 
ers in their practices, hoping that we 
will find something different—if not 
fundamentally, at least in respect to 
details. For this reason a great deal 
of interest is being shown in what is 


going on at Maytag Dairy Farms, 
Newton, Iowa. Many breeders have 
visited the farms and inspected the 


herd of Holsteins, the visitors greatly 
increasing in number during the past 
two years. For the many who have 
not had the opportunity of visiting 
Maytag Farms, and are interested in 
the development of that institution, 
this story is written. 

If you have sent word ahead that 
you are coming, you will see Mr. May- 
tag’s big Cadillac sedan drawn up be- 
fore the door of the main dairy barn. 
You will see a beautiful set of modern 
buildings painted shining white with of 
green roofs, well kept lawns and 
fences and a paved circular court. As you turn in by the 
big elms you wil! pass a beautiful farm home, the manager’s 
residence, and swing into place on the court. After you 
have met BE. H. Maytag and his manager, Melvin Campbell, 
you will start on your tour of the barns. 

To the test barn; the most recent addition to the group 
of buildings on the main farm. In the first stall on the 
let is a beautiful black heifer. She is Empire Man 0’ 
War Lassie, on year test in two-year-old form since mid- 
September and doing fine. She is a daughter of Man O’ 
War, from Mankato Lassie Ormsby. She is the full sister 
to Empire Lassie Ormsby Maid, All-American three-year- 
old, 1931, and, if everything goes well in the meantime, this 
little black lady will be looking over a few show rings her- 
self on the 1932 circuit. Directly across the aisle is 
Empire Man O’ War Betty, a 797-lb. fat four-year-old that is 
again on test in mature form. Without further explanation 
she completely fills the eye and you will want to stop, prob- 
ably go into the stall, and just look her over for a while. 
She is the full sister to Man O’ War 30th, Grand Champion 
at the National Dairy Show and All-American three-year- 
old, 1931. In another stall is Empire Ormsby Mary, 
another daughter of Man O’ War, that recently completed 
her year in three-year-old form with 872 Ibs. fat from 
25,304.8 lbs. milk, breaking the Iowa State milk record in

class. She is in wonderful condition and due in February 
uo the service of DeCreamCo Calamity Posch. Nearby is 
Empire Man O’ War Esther, one of the most sensational 
daughters of Man O’ War. She recently completed her 
year record as a senior two-year-old with 842.7 lbs. fat, 
breaking the lowa State Record formerly held by Miss 
Inka Rue, another “1,000-lb.” two-year-old also owned by 
Mr. Maytag. “Esther” made a splendid showing on the 
1931 circuit, winning first at Minnesota 
and South Dakota, and was well up in 
class at Waterloo and the National. 
She is one of four animals that made 
up what is generally conceded to be 
one of the greatest “gets” of all time, 
this Man O’ War Get-of-Sire winning 
first at Waterloo and the National and 
being honored as the All-American 
Get-of-Sire for 1931. 

Mr. Maytag will probably tell you 
of this purchase of Man O’ War in 
June, 1930, of his injury in transit, and 
his untimely death, a loss that Mr. 
Maytag feels keenly as the passing of 
time piles up more and more evidence 
of the greatness of this sire. By way 
of explanation it may be said that in 
the purchase of Man O’ War, Mr. 
Maytag hoped to further intensify the 
blood of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mer- 
cedes 37th in the herd, before turning 
to the inevitable outcross. Since the 
death of the bull, eight of his daugh- 
ters have been added to the herd. 
They include those listed previously in 
this article, with the exception of Empire Ormsby Mary, 
who came in the same shipment as her sire. The later 
shipment included two full sisters and an inbred daughter 
of “Mary”.

Further on in the test string you will see several fine 
first-calf heifers, now producing exceptionally well on year 
test; daughters of the senior sire, Prince Ormsby Inka 
May. Already credited with two daughters with junior 
two-year-old records of close to 640 lbs. fat (800 lbs.- butter 
—just loafing, so to speak), the group now on test promise 
to far surpass their sisters that have completed records. 
There are now more than forty daughters of “Prince” in 
the herd. They are very uniform, exceptionally growthy 
and of pleasing conformation. The offspring of “Prince” 
have made up the major portion of the Maytag show herds 
of the past two years and have proved consistent blue 
ribbon winners over strong circuits. After one has seen 
all the daughters of Prince Ormsby Inka May and takes 
into consideration the testing program planned for their 
devlopment he cannot but appreciate his greatness as a 
sire and that his place in breed history is assured. As 
is well known, “Prince” is by Sir Inka May (son of the 
former champion, May Walker Ollie Homestead (1,218 


lbs. fat) and from Princess De Ormsby, a 936-lb. fat daugh- 
ter of “37th”. 
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A PANORAMIC VIEW OF MAYTAG DAIRY FARMS (Main Unit) 


Passing into the herd barn, you will see two long rows 
of splendid type cows in heavy production; not showing 
quite the bloom and finish of the group in the test barn, 
but in splendid working condition. A striking feature is 
the absence of a single cow that is off in type. Straight 
tops and rumps, well shaped udders and size are the rule. 
M. B. Ormsby Wayne, the great cow that has headed the 
females in the Maytag show strings for several years, 
climaxing her great liftime record in 1931 with Grand 
Championship winnings at Central States Exposition, 
Minnesota and South Dakota State Fairs, stands on the 
end of one string of cows in this splendid dairy barn. 
“Marathon”, as she is known, has been so busy in the 
show rings that she has never been given an opportunity 
to make a record other than the one of 652 lbs. fat, made 
in senior two-year-old form. In a maternity stall close by 
is a fine two-year-old daughter of Prince Ormsby Inka May, 
just recently fresh and milking over sixty pounds a day. 
In the same string with “Marathon” is the tremendously 
deep bodied De Kol Aaltje Pontiac Lass, that made two 
records of over 800 lbs. fat in a period of twenty-six 
months. She is one of the greatest daughters of Sir Bess 
Ormsby Lass, one of the best sons of “37th”. Next in line 
stands her daughter, one of the most perfect animals in 
the herd, now making an excellent two-year-old record— 
she by Sir Pietertje Model Dell. This “Lass” family at 
Maytag’s is now being developed in the third generation 
of females and they are all of excellent type and carry the 
exceptionally deep bodies that are characteristic of the 
family. 

A bit further down the line we come to Johanna Polka- 
dot Uneeda, that just completed with 878.6 lbs. fat, with 
three daughters of Bess Burke Sensation, a former herd 
sire, coming next. These have heifer records from 640 lbs. 
to 760 lbs. fat and are excellent prospects for 800-lb. fat 
records at next freshening. On the other side of the barn, 
in a shorter line of stanchions, we find the massive two- 
year-old ‘“Piebe” heifer (by Prince and from an 800-lb. fat 
daughter of “37th’), that showed so successfully as a 
vearling in 1930 and was the highest placing two-year-old 
not in milk at both Waterloo and the National in 1931. Also, 
the “Kinnikinnic” heifer, that show ring fans will recall

for her showings in the calf classes some years ago, show- 
ing second at both Waterloo and the National. Following 
in line are several high record granddaughters of Sir Pie. 
tertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th, and then we come to Iowa- 
side Tritcmia Edna, a beautiful daughter of Tritomia Pie- 
tertje Ormsby, that made two records of better than 840 
lbs. fat in the herd in consecutive years. Miss Piebe Inka 
Homestead, with 838 lbs. fat as a three-year-old is next: 
she by an “1,100-lb.” son of Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead 
King and from a show daughter of South Side Inka De 
Kol, foundation cow of the Minnesota Holstein Company 
herd. She was on the circuit two years ago and was a 
member of the splendid Dairy Herd that represented the 
Maytag herd that year. Also we see Walkeracres Maid 
Ormsby, now engaged in making her sixth year record 
and seemingly doing 800 lbs. fat very easily. Then there 
is a splendid two-year-old, big, roomy and smooth and 
carrying a very nice udder; she is by DeCreamCo Calamity 
Posch, from M. B. B. Girl Colantha, a daughter of Mara- 
thon Bess Burke, having 842 lbs. fat in year test. She is 
several months along on an excellent record. 


By this time the boys have probably caught DeCreamCo 
Calamity Posch, tied him, brushed him up and have him 
ready for your inspection. You will see him looking much 
the same as at Waterloo, carrying just the right amount of 
flesh to be in the breeding condition that his heavy sched- 
ule demands. If you run true to the average visitor, you 
will marvel at his style, his long level rump, and the splen- 
did balance in his body structure. In the next pen (and, 
by the way, these are model pens and runs, done in steel 
and concrete) you will see Prince Ormsby Inka May, the 
senior herd sire. 

In the calf pens are more splendid daughters and sons 
of “Prince”, some by Man O’ War, and the first of the 
Iowa-born “‘Posch” calves. Of course these ‘“‘Posch” babies 
are a bit young (the first born in August), but one cannot 
look at them without being impressed with the length and 
levelness of rumps, the well set pins and the fine “bread 
baskets”. One of the August bulls, from a daughter of 
“Prince”, looks exceptionally promising for the shows next 
Fall. More than twenty “Posch” calves are expected to

Mineral and Vitamin Requirements 


of Dairy 


Cows II.

Investigations Over the Entire Lactation Period 

Very interesting investigations are now being con- 
ducted by Ellenberger, Newlander, and associates at the 
Vermont Experiment Station. Instead of brief metabolism 
experiments of only a few weeks duration, they are carry- 
ing on continuous metabolism experiments with cows dur- 
ing entire lactaticn periods. 

At a meeting of the Eastern Section of the American 
Dairy Science Association in September, Professor New- 
lander gave a brief progress report of the results secured 
in the first year. Four cows were studied, all being fed 
a basal ration of timothy hay, corn silage, a good concen- 
trate mixture, and common salt. In summer 50 to 60 lbs. 
of freshly cut grass was fed in place of the silage. The 
timothy hay was very low in calcium content. Two of 
the cows received in addition to this ration, a mineral sup- 
plement consisting of 75 grams bone meal and 75 grams 
ground limestone daily. 

It is the plan to continue these cows on the experiment 
throughout a second lactation period, reversing the rations. 
In the second year, the cows which were fed the mineral 
supplement the first year will receive no mineral supple- 
ment, and vice versa. 


The two cows which received no limestone or bone 
meal lost calcium during the first part of the lactation 
period, but later stored the mineral steadily. For example, 
by the thirty-third week, one of the cows had fully re- 
gained the calcium lost from her body earlier in lactation. 
There was much less tendency for a loss of phosphorus 
early in lactation. At the end of the lactation period, 
each of the cows receiving no mineral supplement had a 
larger store of calcium and phosphorus in her body than 
at the beginning of the experiment. 

The two cows fed limestone and bone meal lost less 
calcium early in lactation and soon were gaining this 
mineral steadily. At the end of their lactation periods, 
their store of calcium and phosphorus had increased to a 
decidedly greater degree than in the case of the other 
cows. 

Here we have a positive effect of these mineral supple- 
ments in cutting down the losses of calcium early in 
lactation and in bringing about a greater store of calcium 
and phosphorus by the end of the lactation period. How- 
ever, with no calcium or phosphorus mineral supplements 
and with timothy hay low in lime, the cows nevertheless 
ended the lactation period with a larger store of calcium 
and phosphorus than at the beginning. The question re- 
mains, ‘‘Would this additional store of minerals be a bene- 
fit to the cows in the succeeding lactation periods?” 

Such metabolism experiments over an entire year are 
exceedingly laborious and expensive, since they involve 
a great number of painstaking chemical analyses, in ad- 
dition to the most careful weighing of all feed consumed 
and the daily collection and sampling of the feces and 
urine excreted. Therefore, it is probable that such data 
will of necessity be secured slowly, even though they are 
more conclusive than those obtained in brief experiments. 

Still more extensive metabolism experiments have re- 
cently been conducted by Dr. Forbes and associates of 
the Institute of Animal Nutrition at Pennsylvania State 
College. In these investigations the effect of timothy and 
alfalfa hay and of mineral supplements with these rough- 
ages have been studied. The results of these investiga- 
tions have not yet been reported in detail. 


Practical Feeding Experiments With Minerals 
Linds#y and Archibald have conducted experiments 
over a period of-more than six years at the Massachusetts 
Station Bulletins 230 and 255) to study the effect of 
adding either steamed bone meal or a mixture of pre- 
cipitated bone and limestone to dairy rations. Bone meal 
was used in the earlier work and precipitated bone in the 
dast two years. of the investigation. Precipitated bone 
‘“--supplies dicaleium phosphate, which is more soluble than 
the. tricalcium ‘phosphate in bone meal. 
During the first part of the investigation, the dairy 
herd of about fourteen cows was fed mixed grass hay, 


chiefly timothy, and a good concentrate mixture. During 
portions of the time, cat straw, starch, or apple pomace 
were substituted for a part of the hay, to reduce the eal- 
cium supply. One half of the cows were fed in addition 
steamed bone meal at the rate of three to eight ounces 
daily, depending on the milk production. 

At the end of four years it was concluded that the 
bone meal had produced no appreciable effect on the 
cows that were mature when the experiment started. The 
low mineral ration seemed to have affected adversely 
some of the young cows, as shown by their unthrifty ap- 
pearance and poor appetite. There was little difference 
in milk producticn, though the evidence slightly favored 
the bone meal group. Each group produced about the 
same proportion of strong, healthy calves. 


The second phase of the investigation was much like 
the first, except that the cows were fed dried apple pomace 
in addition to hay and a concentrate mixture, and in sum- 
mer were fed not over 25 pounds daily of fresh green 
soiling crops (oats, millet or corn). One half the herd 
received in addition eight ounces daily per head of a mix- 
ture of 5 parts precipitated bone and 1 part ground lime- 
stone. The hay was relatively high in calcium for non- 
leguminous hay, containing 0.48 per cent calcium. 

The mineral supplement had no favorable effect on 
milk production. The only improvements due to the use 
of the mineral mixture were a greater gain in weight of 
the cows fed the mixture and slightly better production. 
These difference were so slight that the conclusion was: 
“It must be emphasized that none of the differences be- 
tween the groups was sufficiently striking to warrant as a 
general recommendation the use of the dicalcium phos- 
phate-calcium carbonate mixture.” 

The further conclusion is made: ‘‘Where cows are 
average producers (5,000 to 8,000 lbs.) and where they 
are fed normally cn good quality roughage, the need of a 
mineral supplement is not indicated. For heavy producers 
(10,000 lbs. and upwards), it is probably good insurance 
to supply supplemental lime and phosphorus, but the ef- 
ficacy of such a practice is by no means established.” 


The Ohio Experiment Station has recently published 
in Bulletin 455 the results of an experiment conducted at 
the Trumbull County Experiment Farm for a period of 
nearly six years. In the trial twenty-nine cows were used, 
these being divided into two groups as nearly equal as 
possible in production. Both groups were fed hay (usually 
timothy and clover mixed), corn silage, and a concentrate 
mixture quite high in phosphorus. This usually was 200 
Ibs. corn, 200 lbs. cats, 200 lbs. wheat bran, and 100 Ibs. 
linseed meal, and 100 lbs. cottonseed meal. The herd 
was pastured each year from May until October. The 
forage was grown on well-limed soil, so it probably was 
quite high in calcium, though no analyses were reported. 


To the concentrate mixture of one grceup was added 
dicalcium phosphate at the rate of 2 lbs. to each 98 lbs. 
of the mixture. The addition of the phosphate caused 
no improvement in production, nor was there any decrease 
in the number of cases of abortion, sterility, or retained 
placenta. The cows fed the phosphate seemed to con- 
ceive a trifle more readily, there being a slight difference 
in number of services per conception. 

The conclusion is made: “When rations containing 
legume hays and a grain mixture containing bran and 
linseed meal or cottonseed meal are fed, cows probably 
will not be benefited by the addition of dicalcium phos- 
phate.” 


Results of experiments in Arizona, Illinois and Iowa 
might also be mentioned, which indicate the same results. 

Investigations in Minnesota, Michigan, Wisconsin and 
elsewhere have shown clearly that limited areas exist 
where the soil is so poor in phosphorus that serious break- 
downs of cattle often result, due to a lack of phosphorus 
in the feed grown in such localities. These troubles can 


be readily prevented by supplying bone meal or by feeding 
a sufficient amount of a good concentrate mixture con- 
taining a considerable proportion of wheat bran, linseed 
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meal, cottonseed meal, and other phosphorus-rich feeds. 
Experiments at the Michigan Station have shown that 
rock phosphate is unsafe to use as a phosphorus supple- 
ment, apparently due to its high fluorine content. 


Can Contagious Abortion Be Prevented by 
Minerals or Vitamin Supplements 

Many farmers have purchased mineral mixtures or 
vitamin preparations in the belief that these would pre- 
vent or cure contagious abortion in cattle. Investigations 
conducted at Wisconsin on funds furnished by the Wis- 
consin Manufacturers Association have shown that the 
use of bone meal and cod liver oil, in combination with an 
ideal ration did not reduce the ravages from this disease. 

The only method which can be advised for the control 
and elimination of contagious abortion is the use of the 
blood test. 

In summing up the status of this whole problem, “Does 
it pay to add calcium and phosphorus supplements to the 
rations of dairy cows?” the following statements seem 
warranted: 

The best way to supply plenty of calcium to dairy cows 
is by furnishing them an abundance of well-cured legume 
hay. Such hay is not only high in calcium and in pro- 
tein, but is also rich in vitamin D. ‘Therefore, it aids 
greatly in reducing the losses of calcium from the body 
of a high producing cow. 

When plenty of legume hay is fed there is probably 
no lack of calcium. 

When a good concentrate mixture is fed, which is rich 
in feeds high in phosphorus, there is probably no lack 
of phosphorus. 

When little or no legume hay is fed, it may be wise 
to add a supplement supplying calcium or both calcium 
and phosphorus. This will cost but little. Any of the 
minerals the cows do not utilize will be excreted in the 
manure, and the land will get the benefit. Such use of 
mineral supplements, especially for high producing cows, 
seems a wise insurance until additional long time ex- 
periments have been conducted to settle the problem 
more definitely. 

As has been pointed out previously, it is especially im- 
portant to use a mineral supplement on pasture, for then 
cows seem best able to assimilate calcium and phosphorus. 


Requirements of Cows for Vitamins A, B, and C. 

Investigations have shown that dairy cattle require 
vitamin A for growth and health, the same as other ani- 
mals. However, usually dairy rations supply an ample 
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amount of this vitamin, since all hay of reasonably good 
quality is high in it. 

When cows are fed only poor roughage, such as straw, 
cottonseed hulls, or hay of very poor quality, there may be 
a lack of vitamin A in the ration. Recent investigations 
at the North Carolina, Michigan, and Oklahoma stations 
show that much of the trouble sometimes experienced in 
the southern states when very heavy allowances of cot- 
tonseed meal have been fed to dairy or beef cattle with 
such a roughage as cottonseed hulls, is due to a deficiency 
of vitamin A and of calcium, instead of to the gossypol, 
a poisonous substance, which cottonseed meal 


may con- 
tain. 


When cattle have been fed good legume hay or even 
prairie hay, large allowances of cottonseed meal 
been fed over long periods with no unfavorable results. 
Vitamin B is not apt to be lacking in any usual dairy 
ration, because all grains and most roughages supply this 
vitamin. Even when calves and heifers were fed rations 
very low in vitamin B at the Minnesota and Pennsylvania 
Stations, they developed normally. Apparently this vitamin 
can be synthesized by cattle or in their digestive tract. 
In the Pennsylvania investigations it was found that 
vitamin B could be synthesized by certain bacteria in the 
paunch of cattle. 
Dairy cattle apparently thrive on rations low in vitamin 
C, the vitamin which prevents scurvy in man, monkeys, 
and guinea pigs. In investigations by Thurston, Palmer, 
and Eckles, at the Minnesota Station, 4 calves grew 
normally for a year on a ration which produced scurvy 
in guinea pigs in 20 to 30 days. A heifer fed a ration 
deficient in vitamin C from birth nevertheless produced 
milk which contained an appreciable amount of this vita- 
min. Apparently vitamin C is synthesized somewhere in 
the bodies of cattle. This, however, does not seem to 
occur in the digestive tract, for examinations of the 
stomach contents and of the feces in the Minnesota investi- 
gations did not show the presence of the vitamin. 
Vitamin E, the reproductive factor, which was discov- 
ered by Evans of California, is necessary for normal repro- 
duction in rats. So far as I know, investigations have not 
yet shown that this vitamin is of importance in the feed- 
ing of dairy cattle. This is quite probably due to the fact 
that legume hay and the cereal grains furnish this vitamin. 
From this discussion it is apparent that ordinarily 
vitamin D is of greater importance in the feeding of dairy 
cattle than any of the other vitamins which have been 
discovered. Well-cured legume hay and fresh, green feed 


are the best common sources of this important nutritive 
factor.

WASHINGTON HOLSTEIN ASSOCIATION HOLDS 
ANNUAL MEETING

The Washington State Holstein-Friesian Association 
re-elected Harvey R. Shoultes for their president for 
the eighth consecutive term, at the annual meeting held 
at Seattle on February 2. Mr. Guy MacL. Richards, 
Mercer Island, was re-elected secretary-treasurer for the 
sixth consecutive term. Ivar R. Youngquist, Bow, was 
re-elected vice president. On the following day Mr. 
Youngquist was re-elected president of the Washington 
State Dairymen’s Association. 


The most outstanding feature of the twelfth annual 
meeting of the Washington Holstein breeders was the 
optimism of the breeders and the confidence displayed 
by them in the future of the breed in the Northwest. 
Considerable time was devoted by the convention to 
a discussion of plans for the continuance of Holstein 
Extension work in the Western States. Plans were 
definitely outlined for holding a breeders’ heifer and 
bull sale at Mt. Vernon, in Skagit County, one of Wash- 
ington’s most outstanding Holstein counties, during 
April. Guy Richards, Ivar Youngquist, R. E. Everly, 
George A. Gue and H. A. Mathiesen were appointed on 
the sales committee to make arrangements for the sale. 

Alfred Ghormley, formerly manager of the Carnation 
Stock Farm, and now vice president of the Carnation 
Milk Company, gave a very interesting talk on present 
dairy markets. “The butter and cheese markets,’’ he 
stated, ‘‘are the basis of the dairy products market. 
Statistically these markets appear to be very good con- 
sidered from the standpoint of storage and considering 
it we should now be enjoying a good butter market. 
However, the increase in production due to an increased 
number of dairy cows and a 30 per cent decrease in the 
slaughter of older dairy cows is having a depressing 


influence on the market. The imports of foreign butter, 
made possible through the differences in exchange rates, 
is also having its depressing effects. Pressure brought 
on the butter market through the milk market is prob- 
ably having a most depressing effect in many cities at 
this particular time. The total consumption of fluid 
milk in the city of Seattle has decreased 10 per cent 
since August 1, 1931. This milk has necessarily had to 
find its way into other markets through other forms. 
Efforts devoted to the increased consumption of milk at 


this time will have a strengthening influence on the 
other dairy markets.’’ 


With the officers, the board of directors includes 
L. F. Rayton, Chehalis; William Bishop, Chimacum; 
W. O. Cedergreen, Snohomish; R. E. Everly, Carnation; 
William Duffield, Yakima; Max Arp, Bothell; George 
Lawson, Bow; V. S. Phipps, Brush Prairie, and George 
A. Gue, Everett. 

This is the first time in eleven years that the annual 
meeting has been held in Seattle, and it proved to be a 
very good choice this year as shown by the large attend- 
ance. 

Following the all-day meeting, according to the 
custom in Washington, practically all of our breeders 
remained over for the evening banquet, at which our 
breeders entertained the Jersey and Guernsey breeders, 
who hold their meetings on the same day as the Holstein 
association. The honors of toastmaster were about 
equally divided between George Gue, George Bulkley, 
and Harold Stimson, of Hollywood Farm fame. 

Considerable credit for the success of the annual 
meetings in Washington must be given to our veteran 
Holstein enthusiast and friend, Guy MacL. Richards, 
former editor of the Northwest Dairyman and Breeder, 
and to George S. Bulkley, genial and popular representa- 
tive of the Carnation Company. 
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Federal Price Fixing 


ILLS have been introduced in both the Senate and 
B the House at Washington seeking to set up gov- 

ernment control of farm prices to guarantee a 
cost-of-production return to the farmer. Under these 
bills the duties of the present Farm Board would be 
largely taken over by the secretary of agriculture. The 
secretary would be empowered to designate the amount 
of each major farm product necessary for domestic con- 
sumption and determine the cost of production. The 
purchase or sale below cost of any of this domestic 
proportion designated as “‘salable part’’ would be unlaw- 
ful. All surplus production in excess of domestic re- 
quirements would not be salable unless the world price 
equals the production cost. Under this same set-up the 
secretary of agriculture would be empowered to prohibit 
farm imports which may endanger the prices of domestic 
products. All persons purchasing, importing or storing 
agricultural products at wholesale would be required to 
secure a license so that they would be placed under the 
regulation and control of the department. 


In connection with the report of this Utopian scheme 
in the daily press we were astounded to note that the 
Washington representatives of such solid farmers’ or- 
ganizations as the National Grange and the American 
Farm Bureau Federation appeared and spoke in support 
of these proposed measures at hearings held early in 
February by the Senate and House Committees on Agri- 
culture. 

If such legislation as this were enacted, several points 
occur that would need considerable ironing out. For 
instance, in determining the cost of production of any 
product, what degree of efficiency of operation will be 
set as a fair standard? Certainly in fairness to the less 
favored producers, it should not be on the basis of the most 
efficient, and from the standpoint of the consumer the 
cost of the least efficient must not be adopted. 


However, that isn’t the worst feature of the plan, 
because doubtless some system of averages could be 
arrived at that might be justified as fair, but what about 
the proportion of surplus production above domestic 
needs which cannot be sold at home for less than the 
arbitrarily determined cost-of-production and which 
cannot be sold abroad unless the world price equals the 
cost-of-production figure? Who is going to be responsible 
for that part of the various products of agriculture? 
Will each producer be expected to take care of his own 
surplus and sell only such proportion of his production 
as is determined to be the ‘“‘salable part’’? If the licensed 
dealers in agricultural products are supposed to carry 
this load, how are they going to be reimbursed for it? 
Certainly they would have to be mighty cautious about 
buying more of any product than they have immediate 
markets for. 

Such a law as this would help to relieve the unem- 
ployment situation, it is true, by creating a multitude 
of new jobs to enforce this provision. The difficulties 
of enforcing the prohibition law would not be in it with 
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such a law as this, if it should come to a point of having 
to see that each farmer sold only the ‘“‘salable portion” 
of this farm products. 

The whole idea appeals to us as a half-baked at. 
tempt to capitalize on the present unsatisfactory agricul- 
tural situation, with the farm vote in the Fall elections 
more in mind than any substantial benefit to agriculture. 
Just why the Washington representatives of the Na- 
tional Grange, American Farm Bureau Federation and 
National Farmers’ Union should lend their support is 
more than we can understand. 


Increased Acreage Not Wanted 


HE Board of Engineers for Rivers and Harbors, De- 
partment of War, held a hearing February 1 on the 
proposed 400-million-dollar Columbia River basin 
irrigation project to bring 1,200,000 additional acres 
into agricultural production in the states of Washington 


and Oregon. A number of Pacific Coast senators, repre- 
sentatives and governors appeared to advocate the pro- 
posal. It was vigorously opposed, however, by Secre- 


tary of Agriculture Arthur M. Hyde, who stated that 
we do not want to add 1,200,000 acres to our produc- 
tive farm land, but that on the other hand we need to 
reduce our present cultivated acres by probably 30,000,- 
000 to 40,000,000 acres. The secretary pointed out 
that the market is glutted with farm lands at depressed 
prices and that this proposal to spend $400,000,000 to 
bring 1,200,000 acres into production would mean an 
average construction cost of $333 per acre. Secretary 
Hyde also pointed out that because of climatic condi- 
tions, the Columbia River basin cannot grow a crop of 
which the nation does not now produce huge surpluses. 

While there are doubtless other factors involved in 
the matter of the proposed improvement of the Colum- 
bia River in the states of Washington and Oregon, in- 
cluding extensive power developments, it is entirely 
inconsistent for a government that is making such des- 
perate efforts to balance its budget, to add an item of 
$400,000,000 in a development that would add still 
further to the present burdensome surpluses of agri- 
cultural production. In the present situation from the 
standpoint of the farmers of America, this huge expendi- 
ture would be worse than wasted.

E are glad of an opportunity to display on our 
W cover this week the latest picture of that noted 

champion producer, Butter Lass Louise of Baker 
Farm 1442249. This picture was snapped by Manager Vere 
Culver, of Baker Farm, Rockingham, New Hampshire, 
where Louise now makes her home, just before her calving 
on January 26 when she dropped a beautiful heifer calf 
by King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje. Louise was _ eleven 
years on December 24, although she would pass for a six 
or seven-year-old cow in this picture, as well as in real 
life. Particular attention is called to the shape and attach- 
ment of the udder of this eleven-year-old cow which would 
do credit to the True Type model in every respect. She is 
a living exemplification of the Baker Farm slogan, “Good 
Udders Mean So Much”. 

In studying this picture, it must not be overlooked that 
Louise has a long distance record of performance at the 
pail unequalled in many particulars. In her previous lac- 
tation as a nine-year-old, she made a record on two-time 
milking of 25,6745 lbs. milk, 892.2 lbs. fat, this being the 
highest year’s production for milk ever completed by a 
cow on two-time milking and the second highest record 
for fat. The first four months of this record were made 
at her former hcme in the herd of Douglas Hart, Wood- 
stock, Ontario, and the last eight months at Baker Farm, 
she having been purchased while the record was in prog- 
ress. The previous year in eight-year-old form on two-time 
milking che made 23,364 lbs. milk, 850 lbs. fat, and in her 
next previous lactation as a six-year-old, she made 21,458 
Ibs. milk, 786 lbs. fat, also on two-time milking. No other 
cow cn two-time milking has equalled her performance 
for milk production for three years’ work and no other 
cow in three consecutive years has equalled this per- 
formance for fat. 

Butter Lass Louise of Baker Farm was bred by Alex. 
Campbell Jr., Embro, Ont., and registered in the Canadian 
Herd Book as Louise De Kol Korndyke 90655 CHB. Her 
dam, Butter Lass of Baker Farm 1458620, was also bred 
by Mr. Campbell, being registered originally in the 
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Canadian Herd Book as Bertha De Kol Korndyke 68291. 
She was born April 28, 1916, so that she will be sixteen 
vears old on April 28 next. She is still breeding regularly 
and producing profitably at Baker Farm, where she came 
to join her famous daughter along with the other imme- 
diate members of this family. There are now four daugh- 
ters of Louise herself in the Baker Farm herd, while her 
son, Canary Korndyke Finderne, is in active service. This 
is a family that we are going to hear considerably more 
from during the coming years.

CARRYING THE GOSPEL IN R. I. 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

No death notice has yet been issued, although it may 
appear that I have been dead for some time. The circular 
letter tells why you haven’t heard from me as formerly. 
We have gotten to be quite expert in taking “movies” of 
dairy herds and the activities indicent to owning and work- 
ing them. We have about 2,400 feet, or six reels, using 
from two to the entire lot, according to time given us. 


Our group (Grade-A-Raw-Milk Producers Association of 
Rhode Island, Inc.) is sure doing its part in carrying the 
gospel of clean, safe milk to the consumer. We are doing 


business despite our depressed times (said depression 
being mostly outside our association). One of our Hol- 


stein members daily takes out a bigger load than may be 
found on any one team or truck operating within this 
State. This member standardizes his milk whenever nec- 
essary, sells at 16 cents per quart delivered at homes and 
is in competition with 8-cent chain-store milk. We have 
had, and are still on, a serious milk war brought about by 
certain chain stores and some of the big distributors. Some, 
if not all, of our grade B producers for the big distributors 
are hit extremely hard; a few dairymen of this grade group 
have had to sell some cows for lack of feed. One dairy- 
man who could no longer get credit at his grain dealer's, 
sold his entire herd, which because of poor feeding was 
in poor condition, at public auction, they bringing less 
than beef price, the animals bringing from $8 to $32 per 
head. Some of these animals had cost him from $150 to 
$225 originally. However, most of this B group will 
weather the war if it is not too prolonged. The base price 
paid them has been 5 cents a quart, but after the usual 
deductions that big distributors take, they net only from 
3 cents to 3% cents per quart. Even where one gets 5 cents, 
this price does not even get the feed money back (it seems 
to be customary to calculate “profits above feed costs” on 
about everything one reads on cost of milk). Feed costs 
are only about half the actual cost of milk, for a dairy 
farmer is in business and has an investment; conse- 
quently such costs must be added to milk as interest on 
the investment, depreciation, taxes, insurance, labor, as 
well as feed; then miscellaneous as veterinary fees, losses 
through T. B. testing, etc. Now just what does one quart, 
or 100 lbs. of milk actually cost? If calculated, I hazard 
the opinion that the calculator will experience a violent 
peristalsis such as would make ordinary seasickness appear 
as a pleasant pastime. 


Why is it that one sees so much reference in milk 
cost accounting as “profit above cost of feed?” Perhaps 
there has been devised, but if not, perhaps some agricul- 
tural cost expert could improvise a factor that whenever 
the feed cost for producing a definite amount of milk has 
been acquired, all that would remain to be done to get at 
the actual cost—the complete cost—of the milk would be 
a mere multiplication of the resut by the “complete cost 
factor.” This would act as a very quick, short cut to prof- 
itable milk production through the medium of strict, busi- 
nesslike culling of the herd, such as has been so properly 
suggested time and again by dairy experts, when costs 
would be lowered and production increased. 


I herewith respectfully suggest to Sam Lloyd, of puzzle 
fame, to work out a new one for our dairy farmers in 
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general, and our eastern dairymen in particular, using 
this query: 

How long can the farmer stay off the red flag 


when he receives but 3 cents a 

100 lbs. for his milk?

RAISE PURE BRED STANDARDS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I am with those who, by their recent writings, challenge 
the breeders of pure bred dairy cattle to produce breeding 
stock more capable of effecting improvement in the pro- 
duction of good dairy herds than is the general run of 
pure breds. It must be recognized that the best pure bred 
herds have been improved. Also it must be recognized 
that the best grade herds have been improved, even more, 
in proportion, than the pure breds. Some of the best 
grades have caught up with and passed many of the pure 
breds in both production and type. 

Grade animals that are the result of four or more top 
crosses of pure blood are practically pure bred, and can 
be expected, when the top crossing is intelligently done, 
to be as good producers, in many cases, as the pure breds 
from. which they sprang. This very fact enlarges the re- 
sponsibility of the pure bred breeder whose job is—or 
should be—continually to improve his pure bred stock 
so always to keep a jump ahead of the grade offspring. 

In attending hundreds of farm and dairy meetings in 
all parts of the country, perhaps I have talked to and with 
as Many Cow Owners as any other man. It has been pain- 
ful to hear from many practical dairymen expressions of 
dissatisfaction with pure bred bulls. It has caused con- 
cern for the pure breds to find good dairymen using grade 
bulls, known to be improvers of production, in preference 
to taking chances on pure bred sires of “popular” breeding. 
The men just referred to are not fools—they have learned 


from experience, they do their own thinking, and they 
make money producing milk and butterfat. 
During conversation with a dairyman who had two 


large barns full of high-producing Holstein cows, he said, 
pointing to his grade bull, ‘‘To improve my practical herd, 
I wouldn’t trade that bull for [naming a Holstein that had 
sold for four figures] even if the high-priced bull is the 
son of a cow with a big record”. This statement was not 
the slurring remark of an ignoramus but the expression 
of a farmer-banker (solvent), an intelligent student, better 
versed in matters of Holstein breeding and production 
records than many pure bred breeders. His grade bull 
was siring daughters that were uniformly higher producers 
than their good mothers, and the daughters were uniformly 
of large size and good conformation; also they were uni- 
formly and beautifully marked. (Forgive the transgression 
—mention of color.) This bull was prized not because he 
couldn’t be registered but because he was a proved im- 
prover in a herd that was maintained as a strictly business 
proposition of producing market milk. 


We may be coming into an era when a registry certifii- 
cate and pedigree showing that the bull’s grandmother 
was a daughter of a half brother to a bull that sired a cow 
with a 17-pound record, will not be very cashable at the 
bank or in the auction or sale barn. We may be coming 
to a time when a dairy bull to be negotiable at a figure 
that will pay for his first year’s board and lodging, will 
have to show by index or formula that all members of 
his ancestral family had in them high-production char- 
acteristics in transmittable form. 

The best Holstein breeders are equal to the task cut 
out for them:—of keeping their herds ahead of the grades, 
as good as the grades might become; and of being able to 
show that they are ahead of the grades by production 
records, not alone of certain choice individuals but of 
whole families and herds. These breeders have the ma- 
terial and machinery for such procedure: The material- 
more cattle to work with and choose from than has any 
other breed. The machinery—the herd test, the cow test- 
ing association, and the advanced registry test.

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IDAHO ASSOCIATION ANNUAL MEETING 
By H. A. MATHIESEN 


The Idaho Holstein-Friesian Association’s annual 
meeting held at Caldwell, Idaho, attended by nearly one 
hundred breeders, was one of the busiest meetings held 
in the State to date. 

President R. T. Davis, of Weiser, called the meeting 
to order, and following the secretary-treasurer’s report 
by Dr. G. F. Wohlgamuth, of Nampa, Mr. Davis reviewed 
the past year’s activity of the State association. His 
report revealed that nine Holstein spring shows were 
held with 436 Holsteins exhibited. Mr. Davis stressed 
spring shows as being the most successful method used 
anywhere of reaching a large number of breeders, as 
is shown by the fact that a total of 239 breeders exhib- 
ited pure bred Holsteins at these shows, or an average 
of more than 26 exhibitors per show. These shows 
were visited by more than 5,000 at the ringsides, reveal- 
ing these shows as outstanding advertising mediums for 
the breed, in addition giving our older breeders, as well 
as the newer breeders and the prospective breeders, a 
new enthusiasm. Mr. Davis stated that “there can be 
no doubt that our spring shows are doing more than 
any other one thing in Idaho to encourage our dairymen 
to standardize entire communities with the black-and- 
white cow.”’ 

Dr. E. M. Gildow, associate professor of veterinary 
science of the University of Idaho, Moscow, gave a very 
interesting discussion on contagious abortion. The in- 
teresting discussions brought from the floor of the con- 
vention prove that Dr. Gildow is most familiar with his 
subject and a very popular leader in this work in the 
state. 

The banquet usually held in the evening was this 
year moved up to a noon affair and was attended by all 
breeders present as well as a host of business men from 
Caldwell. Dean E. J. Iddings dean of the College of 
Agriculture, University of Idaho, Moscow, gave the main 
address, which was greatly enjoyed. 

Dr. D. L. Fourt, dairy extension specialist of the Uni- 
versity Extension division, spoke on changes in the feed- 
ing program that can be made in Idaho at this time 
due to the changes in feed prices. 

The meeting greatly missed our old friend, Prof. F. 
W. Atkeson, head of the Department of Dairy Husbandry 
of the University of Idaho. This is the first meeting 
that ‘At’? has missed in eleven years. He tried his best 
to make this one but just a short time before his de- 
parture from Moscow he was operated on for appen- 
dicitis. He reports now that he is gaining and making 
good headway again. 

Mr. R. T. Davis, of Weiser, was unanimously re- 
elected president of the State association. This is Mr. 
Davis’ ninth consecutive term as president of the State 
of Idaho Holstein Association. Chester Eggers, of the 
firm of Eggers & Eggers of Meridian, was elected vice 
president; Dr. G. F. Wohlgamuth, secretary-treasurer; 
A. H. Jagels, Buhl; T. H. Jacobs, Declo, C. J. Mock, 
Downey; Charles H. Linsenman, Victor; F. W. Atkeson, 
Moscow, and George Haltom were elected directors. 





KANSAS BREEDERS’ ANNUAL MEETING

It was also recommended 
that the local Association could fix a higher cost of mem. 
bership if they desired, but, at least, $1.00 must come to 
the State Association. 

Third: 

Recommended also that $62.50 be appropriated by the 
State Association for premiums for Holsteins at the To- 
peka State Fair, provided that the same amount be paid 
by the Northeast Kansas Breeders’ Association. This 
total amount of $125.00 to be matched by the management 
of the Kansas Free Fair, Topeka, in addition to the regular 
premiums and that this money be paid only to the ex. 
hibitors of Kansas cattle. 

Fourth: 

Recommended that the State Association appoint a 
committee of two to work with a similar committee from 
each of the other dairy cattle organizations for an All- 
State show at the State Fair at Hutchinson, Kansas, and 
that premiums be paid for Kansas cattle only. 

Fifth: 

Recommended that a State sale be held at Manhattan, 
Kansas, sometime during the early Fall, provided that con- 
ditions at that time seem to justify such action. 

Sixth: 

Recommended that a quarterly bulletin be issued from 
the secretary-treasurer’s office giving the news concerning 
the activities of the breeders.

A TYPOGRAPHICAL ERROR

arrive during the Winter and Spring. He is being mated 
with all of the “Prince” daughters and as many others in 
the herd as he can handle. Mr. Maytag or Mr. Campbell 
will tell you that they have a two-year-old son of “Posch”’ 
in reserve. This bull is now on lease in the herd being 
developed by Mr. Maytag’s father at Lake Geneva, Wis., 
but will later see considerable service in the herd at New- 
ton. Heis from Wisconsin Fobes 7th, an 800-lb. fat daugh- 
ter of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th and Wisconsin 
Fobes. The latter, a 900-lb. fat foundation cow in the Erick- 
son herd, that in reproducing ability has no superior, pro- 
duced four daughters that have each made over 800 lbs. fat. 


Another calf that catches the eye is a daughter of 
DeCreamCo Calamity Posch from Gertrude Pineridge 
Sylvia, purchased in the Brentwood Sale last Spring. In 
addition to her appeal as an individual, she is further dis- 
tinguished by the fact that she is the only animal in the 
herd whose two nearest dams have each made over 30,000 
Ibs. milk in year test. Then there is “Kinnikinnic’s” heifer 
by “Prince”, that will no doubt be seen on the show circuit 
as a junior yearling this coming Fall. 

Passing out of the dairy barn, you will no doubt be 
interested in seeing the creamery. This is a two-story 
structure, with rooms above for the men. On the ground 
floor is the boiler room, refrigerating room and main work 
room, in which the milk is received, chilled and prepared 
for the market. All milk is bottled on the farm. Most of 
it is made up in the form of a popular chocolate drink and 
sold in the Maytag factories in Newton, the production in 
this form running to almost two thousand pints in a day. 
The balance of the Maytag Farms milk is distributed on 
a retail route in town, sold as Grade A raw milk. 

If you are a “pedigree fan’’, you will be interested in 
the herd register, which will be found in the office, on the 
ground floor of Manager Campbell’s home. A study of 
the register will reveal Mr. Maytag’s program of “stand- 
ardized breeding’. In his foundation herd he has intensi- 
fied the breeding of “37th’ as much as possible. First 
through the use of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Jack, a son of 
“37th”, then by the purchase of several of the best daugh- 
ters of “37th’ and a large number of granddaughters of 
that great sire. Practically the entire herd carries one 
or more close crosses of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 
37th, and this blood is being further intensified, as the 
senior herd sire’s dam was one of the greatest daughters 
of “37th”. Through his use has also been added an imme- 
diate cross of May Walker Ollie Homestead, the highest 
record daughter of Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King and 
one of the great breeding cows of all time, with her three 
All-American offspring. It is known that the descendants 
of Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King and those carrying 
the blood of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes ‘nick’ very

Further study of the herd register will disclose the fact 
that the daughters of “37th” contributed in a large way 
to the intensification of “37th” breeding in the Maytag 
herd foundation.

sire. Two others left two daughters each, as well as sey- 
eral sons now heading prominent herds throughout the 
country. Of course there are granddaughters and great- 
granddaughters of these famous matrons in ever increas- 
ing numbers in the herd. 


A walk across the road to the fitting barn, where dry 
cows and sale bulls are kept, and a trip of several miles 
to the other Maytag Dairy Farm, where heifers from the 
calf stage up to time of freshening are kept and developed, 
and you will have completed a tour of Maytag Dairy 
Farms. You will have seen approximately one hundred 
twenty registered Holsteins. Holsteins are kept on 
but two of the Maytag Farms.

His public spirited work includes a 
single-handed working out of the unemployment problems 
in Newton during the Winter of 1930-31, so he is not 
without experience in accepting the president’s appoint- 
ment. Mr. Maytag is farm minded and a great lover of 
good live stock. Although raised in the city, as a boy he 
spent all of his vacations on the farms of his grandpar-. 
ents. It is his hope that some day he can retire from 
business and reside on one of his farms. Love of the soil! 
and live stock must be inborn in the Maytag: family, for 
during the past Summer Mr. Maytag’s eight-year-old son,. 
Bobby, went into the live stock business with the purchase: 
of two spring pigs. The youngster paid for the pigs from 
his savings, purchased all feed with his own money, 
weighed his growing porkers each week and at all times 
had a complete check on costs. When it is: taken into 
consideration that pork production is one of the major 
projects on many of the Maytag Farms, the entrance of’ 
this youngster into the live stock field gains in significance. 


In writing this story, only the high spots have been 
touched on, and it is my feeling that justice has not been 
done the subject. A great deal more could be written of 
the herd, the farm plans, the owner and his energetic 
young manager, but that might spoil your: visit, when you: 
do make it.

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Early K. P. O. P. History 


Attention has been called to the 
fact that in micst of the discussions 
of King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe and 
his influence on the breed, his early 
days in the herd of Elliott Brothers, 
Woodward, Iowa, have been largely 
overlooked. J. S. Elliott, who now 
owns a registered Holstein herd in the 
Salt River valley of Arizona, mostly 
descended from the herd which the 
brothers spent fifteen years in build- 
ing in Iowa and which was dispersed 
in 1918 with better than a $600 aver- 
age, writes as follows: 

“We purchased in December, 1915, 
a registered bull calf named Sir Korn- 
dyke Bess 2d. He was chosen at the 


end of a search lasting about three 
years and that had narrowed down to 
a choice between a half interest in 
Sir Piet 37th, then three years old, 
and this calf. There were several 
reasons for the selection of the little 
bull calf, not long recovered from an 
attack of pneumonia. I have seen 
better show calves but never one with 
such a combination of quality, dairy 
temperament and type. We changed 
the name to King Pietertje Ormsby 
Piebe. 

“Because of his large middle and 
awkwardness, we got practically no 
service from him until he was about 
eighteen months old. We had only a

Twice we leaseg 
him to other herds, where he sireg 
nine calves for Mr. Schroeder and 
only one for H. C. Horneman of 
Illinois. 


“K. P. O. P. was under three years 
of age when we sold him, and it jg 
safe to say that Elliott Brothers bred 
“ewer than thirty calves sired by this 
bull, possibly one-fourth as many ag 
he sired for Hargrove & Arnold; yet 
if you investigate you will find that g 
good percentage of his best offspring 
of both sexes were of our breeding or 
from dams of our breeding.” 

Such investigation shows that of 
the fifteen sons of K. P. O. P. that 
have sired daughters above 800 Ibs. 
fat, six were bred by Elliott Brothers, 
six by Hargrove & Arnold, and one 
each by E. C. Schroeder, Iowlea Farm, 
and H. O. Larson. Those bred by the 
Elliotts include King Pietertje Fayne 
Ormsby, twice a National blue ribbon 
winner and with two daughters and 
several granddaughters and _great- 
granddaughters above 800 lbs. fat: 
King Rag Apple Fobes Ormsby, with 
three daughters above 800 lbs. fat: 
King Pietertje Ormsby Pledge, with 
two, and K. P. O. P. 5th, King Pie- 
tertje Ormsby Fobes and King Violet 
Ormsby Pietertje with one. each, 
the latter another National blue 
ribbon winner. The ten _ times 
grand champion and_ great trans- 
mitting sire, King Pietertje Jewel 
Korndyke, was bred by Hargrove & 
Arnold but was from a dam that was 
bred by Elliott Brothers. 

Among the daughters of K. P. O. P. 
we find that his first to make over 800 
Ibs. fat—Miss Ormsby Jewel (813 lbs. 
fat at 3 years)—was bred by Elliott 
3rothers, as was Queen Piebe Aaltje 
Pietertje, with 878.5 lbs. fat. Two 
other Elliott-bred daughters were 
given an opportunity on long-time 
test, one producing 725 lbs. fat and 
the other 671 lbs. fat. Nine others of 
their breeding have short-time rec- 
ords, including a 35-lb. (butter) aged 
cow, two three-year-olds with 21 and 
23 lbs. butter respectively, and four 
two-year-olds from 15 to 17 lbs. butter. 
“Silky”, the famous Maxwell heifer, 
star of the 1919 show season, was also 
bred by the Elliotts and purchased by 
Mr. Maxwell in the Elliott dispersal, 
where fifteen daughters of this sire, 
all under eighteen months old, brought 
an average of $632. The Elliotts built 
their original herd on the basis of 
practical production at a profit rather 
than on so-called “paper pedigrees”, 
this notwithstanding the fact that 
their herd sire, K. P. O. P., was known 
as the bull with the World’s Record 
average for dam and sire’s dam, and 
it is this same feature of profitable 
production that Mr. Elliott is em- 
phasizing today in his breeding opera- 
tions in Arizona.

1066336, also owned by Carnation Milk Farms, freshened at 5 years, 2 months, 14 days of age and produced 30,590.7 lbs. milk and 
904.8 Ibs. fat. With these three new 30,000-Ib. milk records we hive a total of 126 cows that have exceeded the 30,000-lb. mark.

BRITISH FRIESIAN SALES 

The “British Friesian Journal’ re- 
ports that during 1931 thirty-four 
sales of British Friesians were held, 
in which 1,964 animals were sold for 
an average of 29 pounds 11 shillings 
5 pence, or about $145 a head, figuring 
British currency at par. Commenting 
on this report, the “British Friesian
